Factory In the World—How 
It Witt Started. 


Tho largest tobacco pipe factory in the 


world is located in Appomattux county, 
near Pamplin City. It had been known 
for many years prior to the war iK-twwn 
the states that there esi^U-d clay in that 
county wall adapted to the manufacture of 
tobacco pipes, but tho industry was carried 
an In the most desultory way. Sometimes 
• negro ut odd times would fashion a few 
rude pipes and sell them in tho neighbor- 
hood, generally at the country store- 


But at the close of the w ar the whites 


turned their attention to the claj deposits. 
It was a necessity, and not a mutter of 
choice. 
The war had swept away everything 


The implements with which the pipes were 
manufactured were simple and rude, and 
it must be confessed that the article which 
they fabricated did not bear tho closest 
possible resemblance to thoso turned out 
by the thousand today. 


The pipes were sold to local merchants, 


who shipped them to w holesalo dealers in 
northern cities, who sold them to retailers 
throughout the country. 


And now comes the part of the story 
that sounds rather romantic, though it is 
every word true. 


Among the retail dealers who purchased 
»lot of these poor men's pipes was a gro- 
cery man in a little town in Ohio. He sold 
them at from 2 to 6 cents apiece and found 
them very popular. 


Among those who purchased one was a 


wealthy citizen of the town, who was led 
to do BO by a less wealthy neighbor, who 
bad found them sweet smokers. The cap- 


-. itallst was delighted. Ho smoked nothing 
1 -«]«e for some time and finally inquired uf 


the grocery man as to where the pipes were 
made. The latter could only give the 
name of the wholesale dealer from whom 
be had purchased, but from him the gen- 
*1ffT"t'' learned that the pipes were mado 
.(com • clay bank in the county of Appo- 
mattox, in Virginia. 


The gentleman saw that the pipes ware 


of very rode construction. He saw also 
tb*t were proper machinery used they 
Wold be turned out with great rapidity 
•nd that a profit could be made at selling 
thorn at • penny apiece. He WOK growing 
interacted, and finally his mind dwelt so 
tntufe Upon the subject that he came over 
to Virginia and to the little town of Ap- 
pODMttox. Be went at once to the store 
01 the dealer in pipes and was not long in 
finding that the best were made at a bank

•jienrd, Captain Crowinshleld and Cap- 
aln Mahan. 
As stated by one of the 


ivmbers of the conference, the purpose 
vas to go over the whole system from the 
-'hllipplnes to Cuba and Porto Kico, and 
leclde just how far the plans already 
aid should be modified to meet existing 
onditions. 
This Involved a discussion 


of such points as the propriety of the 
mmediate advance of the military forces 
upon Cuba; the credibility of the advietts 


fur had touching the location of the 


Spanish squadron; the policy of ex- 
pediting the Cuban expedition, or ac- 
•ompanying it with one directed against 
:'oto Rico, ami finally the extent or the 
Military assistance to be sent Admiral 
Dewey at Manila. 
None of the member* 


of the conference felt authorized to tell 
what had taken place, but there are 
bought to be patent indications of a de- 
:ision to embark military expeditions, 
vnether for Cuba or Porto Kico can only 
>e conjectured, in the course o£ the next 
few days. 


Naval officers are turning their at- 


tention to inquiries whether it is possible 
for Admiral Cervera to get out of San- 
tiago harbor. 
They 
hold that 
this 


manoeuvre is impossible, and that being- 
the c-ase. the career of the Spanish ad- 
miral is at an end. so far as it constitute* 
a menace against our ships. 
The Brit- 


sh comment that Admiral Hornby in 1S:.5 
escaped with his entire Meet from a har- 
.ior under similar conditions, and that 
Admiral Cervera should be able to make 
His escape when he gets ready to do so 
s not accepted. 


The navaJ view here is just to the con- 


trary. 
It is pointed out that Admiral 


Hornby escaped from an open bay, while 
Admiral Cervera must come through a 
narrow channel about 300 fe^et wide, on

and Tortugas a few months ago which 
furnish a positive demonstration that 
Cervera cannot make an exit without 
being discovered.

movement says a sham night attack 
of torpedo boats was made upon thu 
big battleships and cruisers.

so as to make her available for carry ing 
a large number of men and animals. 
Assistant Secretary Melkeljohn is still 
negotiating with the" agents of 
the 


Northern Pacific Steamship company for 
chartering the six vessels of that line. 
He has given an upset price which the 
government will pay for the charter of 
these vessels, and this figure has been 
cabled by the agents here tc the owners 
of the vessel in London. The company 
does not seem to be disposed to let the 
government have its vessels at a material 
reduction from the rate at which Ameri- 
can vessels can be obtained, notwith- 
standing that the war department will 
recommend to congress that an Amer!-* 
can registry be given to the Northern 
Pacific vessels If they are chartered by 
the government. 


There are now three vessels on the 


Pacific coast chartered by the govern- 
ment available for the second expedi- 
tion. Such of them as are not already 
there will be ordered to San Francisco 
promptly to be put in shape for the'worl^ 
for which they are intended. It is hoped 
that this may be done next week, so that 
another detachment ot 2.'00 men may 
then be sent to reinforce Admiral Dewey.
